Also,  project  manager*  are  seeking  to  show  that  traditional  database  searching  methods 
can  be  enhanced  by  using  “natural  language  with  a  semantic  network  of  word  meaning*  and  relationships”  that  is  com 
mercially  available.  NAL  i*  coordinating  the  project. 

According  to  i'amela  Andrd,  NAL  Acting  Director,  the  database  uses  “off  the-shelf”  client/server  software  to  im¬ 
prove  access  to  global  change  information  from  the  federal  government,  academia  and  the  international  community, 

“'I  he  pilot  system  lets  users  query  data  and  information  using  common  language  techniques,”  Andrd  said.  “These 
simple  technique*  allow  users  quick  and  ea*y  access  to  worldwide  information  on  all  aspects  of  global  climate  change.” 

The  sample  database  contain*  over  10,000  document*  related  to  global  change  including  international  treaties, 
protocols  and  agreement*;  medical  studies;  and  public  opinion  surveys  related  to  environmental  issues.

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Anti-Violence  Network  Established  at  National  Agricultural  Library 

iieltsville,  MD-An  Internet  information  service  on  violence  and  youth-at-risk  has  been  established  at  the  Youth 


Development  Information  Center  (YDIC)  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL). 


Called  PAVNET  (Partnerships  Against  Violence  Network),  the  service  is  a  project  of  the  National  Institute  of  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  the  Extension  Service  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  NAL. 

According  to  John  Kane,  YDIC  coordinator  and  a  key  PAVNET  developer,  the  service  is  a  “virtual  library”  of  in¬ 
formation  from  throughout  the  Federal  government  on  violence  in  the  United  States  and  youth  at  risk. 

“PAVNET  is  a  ‘one-stop  shopping’  information  resource  bringing  together  violence  and  youth-at-risk  information 
from  a  number  of  government  agencies,”  Kane  said.  “Through  one  contact  with  PAVNET,  a  person  broking  for  this  in¬ 
formation  is  spared  the  time,  and  sometimes  the  frustration,  of  contacting  each  Federal  agency  separately.” 


Kane  said  PAVNET  is  set  up  primarily  to  serve  state  and  local  community  officials  who  are  “struggling  to  deal 
with  the  problems  of  violence  in  their  communities  and  how  it  impacts  on  young  people.” 

“What  PAVNET  provides  is  specific  information  about  anti-violence  programs,  technical  assistance  on  setting  up 
programs  and  funding  sources  available  at  the  Federal,  State  and  local  levels,  Kane  said. 

PAVNET  is  a  UNIX  communications  syslem  programmed  with  “ALMANAC"  and  Gopher  software.  AL^ 

MAN  AC  software  (developed  by  Oregon  State  University  under  a  grant  from  the  Kellogg  Foundation)  allows  full-text 
documents  to  be  delivered  through  e-maiJ  (electronic  mail)  technology.  The  Gopher  software  allows  access  to  PAV¬ 
NET  over  the  Internet.

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NAL’s  Youth  Development  Information  Center  is  the  “hands  on”  manager  of  PAVNET,  with  YDIC  staff  selecting 
and  upgrading  materials  on  the  system,  and  providing  the  physical  location  for  the  system.  The  Extension  Service 
provides  technical  guidance  and  support  for  the  online  system  and  information  on  USDA’s  “Youth  at  Risk”  initiative.
